Henry Clay Beattie, Convicted of Murdering His Wife a Year Ago, Goes to the Death 
Chair Without a Tremor—lIn Signed Statement Admits That He Is

However, when the norib 
bounw ear, number 5, came along it 
was charged that the metorman and 
conductor disregarded the siguals to 
stop and run past the spot at full 
speed. The mare apparently threw up 
her head in fright and received a de sp 
gash behind the ears from the car steps 
and axle boxing, One eye was torn 
oul, 

These injuries were the primary 
cause of the death of the animar ice 
the same night, according to veterinary 
surgguo Mr, Murphy. He admitted that 
the animal was suffering from an at- 
tack of partial paralysis whieh might 
have proved fatal. The Cartage com- 
pany valued the animal at 5250, at- 
though Air, Murphy gave itas his opin- 
ion to Hes’ Honor that the value of an 
animal afflicted with this disease would 
probably be decreased thirly per cent.

let at low rental, Hitherto the local 
authorities have been able only to give 
small subseriptions, but under M, CGail- 
Jaux's new bill they will be able to sub- 
sidize all schemes that tend lo lower 
the rents, or to provide accommodation 
for large families, and even to inaugar- 
ale working-class dwellings under mu- 
nicipal ownership and management, 

This last provision means something 
of a revolution in municipal administra- 
tion,! for the powers of municipal au- 
thorities in Franee are much more re- 
stricted than those in’ foreign coun- 
tries, and here municipal trading is re- 
Jatively speaking non-existant, In an- 
other bill M, Gaillaux intends to grant 
to local authorities power to intervene 
in the question of food prices, The 
seheme is similar to that -for the en- 
couragement of lower rents, and pro- 
vides for either subsidizing or owning 
and managing bakehouses and bulehers'

TAL SURGERIES FOR SCHOOL 
CHILDREN

Stackholm, Nov. 24.—Great attcn- 
lion is paid to dental surgery in Seed- 
ish schoots. Sweden, wilh five and‘a 
half miluvas of inhaitants, has about 
thirty ovmplete dental surgerics for 
school-children, while Germany, wilh 
sixty-five millions, has only 100. In the 
dental surgeries for school-children uw 
Sweden a journal is kept in regard to 
every child. Surgeries are open cvery 
day, and the children are treated by 4 
denial surgeon and his assistant. Hith- 
erlo dental surgery has been free of 
charge, but dhe idea has gained more 
«round that (hose children who can af- 
ford it ought to pay a small sum year- 
ly for the’ treatment of ther teeth. 
Kxperience goes to show that both the 
children and their parents place great- 
ce value wpon the dental trealment if 
they do nol get it quite free of charge. 

In order to find out tho effect of 
cdontal treatment upon school child- 
ren in ditferent respects a circular oon- 
taining a series of questions was sent 
oul among the teachers In one of the 
largest schools in Stockholm. Prom 
(he replies.it appears that absouce 
from school on acocunt of toothache 
has, since the establishment ‘of. dental 
surgeries,- been ~ almost nil. “A good 
many of the replies aiso state (hat: ihe 
children arg quieter and more ailen- 
‘ive singe the setting up of the surger- 
ies, and yarious other improvements 
from a hygenic point of view have becn 
tai pertonced,
